not confirmed. While the market thus 
far. has been higher, the earlier the de- 
livery, the new treml is a perfectly 
natural one, for everyone knows that 
coke will he particularly scarce around 
the Christmas holidays, that being a 
condition which comes even in a fair- 
ly easy markiL

This leads us to sug- 
gest that the further we get into the 
things which lead to car shortage, the 
more it becomes apparent that if the 
coal trade is going to avoid the coal 
shortage incident to car shortage, it 
must, for Its own protection, provide a 
system of warehousing that will have 
a visible supply of coal at the door of 
the big markets. 


It would be possible to find a great 


many other causes of car shortage, all 
as vital as the two we have given. 
Tbo more of these annoying things we 
uncover. Die more inevitable will be 
the conclusion that the coal trade must 
avoid its own coal shortage -without 
expecting the railroads to do it. and 
,nust proceed to work out the solu- 
tion of its own probicm without wait- 
ng for the slow and tedious procedure 
of transportation reform to get the de 
sired result.

property owners worth at least $500. 
The la\v provides tho time in which 
this work sha 11 be 
completed, and 


then the bouk& are to be turned over to 
the Board -of Revision, to be elected 
by Councils, who shall pass upon the 
valuations submitted by the Assessors. 
. nd equalize them. 


This Board of Revision is composed 


of five citizens, and Is- elected to serve 
for a period of three years. Its duty 
is to look after the equalization, of all 
property assessments: 
and it can 


change 'valuations In any year, if the 
exigency of the occasion demands. 


It Is- Hnfortunate that we have' not 
this particular form of city govern- 
ment right now, but complaints on 
thifl -score are not ao serious In Con- 
atllsvllle as they arc-.in most towns 
In other parts of the county.

Baptist church, this morning, said the 
board had seen no new versions of the 
Bible, and that knowledge of It was 
from dispatches In The Courier . He 
said: **The easier they can make the 
Bible for us the better." 


The new edition is a radical depar- 


ture In construction from the language 
in the King James version. "Adam" and 
"Eve" clo not appear In the new Bible. 
Instead the "words are "roan" and "wo- 
man," a direct translation from the old 
Hebrew. v There Is no more "hell," the 
•underworld" super ceding It. The story 
of Jonah and the whale Is revised, the 
words "great iish" belntr used instead 
cr "whale." "Jehovah, thy God," takes 
the place of "Lord, thy 
God," and 


"carved" replaces "graven," while the 
•word "immersed/,* in parenthesis, fol- 
lows the word "baptlae" In every in- 
stance.
